ard's a Century ASO. 


In a recent life of John Hatchard, aa 


old London publisher, some interesting 
glimpses are given of the men and women 
who, a century ago, were in tho habit of 
loitering away the morning in the dingy 
bookroom of the great publishing house in 
Piccadilly. 


Scott and Crabbe, Byron, Lamb and 


Sydney Smith .met there and gossiped over 
now books or fingered rare editions of old 
ones. 


Tho Duke of Wellington was in the 


babit of riding up to the shop and leaving 
a list of books which ho wished to buy, 
tha exact limit of price always being care- 
fully stated to n penny. Qn one occasion 
an auction of old books was in progress, 
and a pamphlet, the title of which attract- 
ed him, was started at 2 shillings. He 
beckoned to tho shopman. 


"Buy it for me carte blanche," he said 


and rode away. 


A day or two later he called again, and 


the pamphlet was handed to him. It hod 
cost nearly £25. 


The duke, who was saving of money, 


changed countenance and then said qui- 
etly: 


"You were right. I am enough of a 


soldier to submit to roy own orders." 


An old lady, soberly clad, but with 


merry, twinkling eyes, came often to the 
shop and was regarded with awo by the 
clerks and customers. It was Miss Han- 
nah More, who had lately written certain 
weighty tragedies. 


One day a little boy 6 years of age, fol- 


lowed by his nurse, entered and brought a 
note from Miss More to the publisher, ask- 
ing himtocredit her "young friend Tom" 
for whatever books he might choose on her 
account.

buy' soap, ffot th* waods abound with 
plants whose leaves and buds supply very 
well the place ot that indispensable article. 
Among those ia tho soap tree, so called, 
though it is nioro a bush than a tree. Its 
bulb, when rubbed on wet clothes, makes 
a beautiful lather, which smells much like 
common brown soap. The Jamaica ne- 
groes, somo of thorn, wii^aro great dandies 
in their way, make a soap out oj a cocoa- 
nut oil and homemade lyo, and a fine soap 
it is, smooth and fragrant. This oocoanut 
oil soap is used for shaving. 


When a man wishes to shave, lie starts 


out with his cocoanut shell cup and his 
donkey tail brush and bottle. It is never 
any trouble to find an empty bottle in Ja- 
inaiQa,'oven, to, the mountains. -At least

REED NOT TOO FAR EAST. 


Even the West does not think Mr. Reed 


of Maine out of the presidential race be- 
oause he comes from "way down east." 
ftfe St. JjoniB Globe Democrat, the .great 
Republican paper of the West has the 
following significant remarks to make 
concerning the next Republican nominee. 


"John Sherman's remark that ex- 


Speaker Reed lives too far east to be a 
strong candidate for the presidency in- 
volves a principle which cannot safely be 
followed far. The first presidential nomi- 
ne* of the Republican party, Fremont, 
lived farther west of the center of popula- 
tion than Reed does east of it, and another 
of the party's nominees, Blaine, lived in 
Reed's own state.

Ttaiir fate would have been-precisely the 
same had they lived in Indiana, Illinois, 
Ohio or at any other "strategic" point in 
the political line. A good many Demo- 
crats doubtless thought that Fierce and 
Buchanan lived 
too far East, and 


tens of thousands of them, 
espec- 


ially in 1892, thought that Cleveland 
did, but these men were elected. Char- 
acter and fitness are, of course the princi- 
pal things to be taken int 3 the account, 
and in 1896, when the names of aspirants 
from the far East and the far Wast, as 
well as from the central West, will be 
presented to the convention, these quali- 
ties will be apt to receive greater atten- 
tion than they sometimes get. All the 
presidential candidates whom the Repab- 
lican party have had, except one, were 
from the West, but geographical consid- 
erations did not get all of them the nomi- 
nation. They had something to do with 
Harrison's; Garfleld'a and Hayes's selec- 
tion, but they had less to do with Lin- 
coln's, and they had nothing whatever to 
do with Grant's. The smaller the weight 
accorded them in 1896 the better for the 
party.

Mr. Webster took such an 
interest in young Cheney that, upon go- 
ing into the express business, he wrote 
out and presented to him, in his own 
handwriting, the laws relating to common 
carriers. 


Here is an example of the folly and 


even dishonesty of silver coinage: In 
the United States mint at Philadelphia, 
alone, there arc stored 50,000,000 silver 
dollars. They are packed away just as 
they were' coined,' and they 
cannot 


be got into circulation because the people 
refuse to be loaded down with them. In- 
stead of that, they take the paper certifi- 
cates issued to represent the silver. These 
are redeemable in' greenbacks, and the 
greenbacks are redeemable in gold. The 
rank Injustice, if not dishonesty of this 
arrangement lies in the fact that the bil- 
ver dollar, in itself hardly worth above 
fifty cents, is made ultimately redeemable 
in a gold dollar of twice its value through 
the silver certificate, while the coin pro- 
duction is a pure waste of labor and value. 


Five years have already been consumed

THE OLD BEAR FOUND. 


IT WAS THE OLD TRAPPER JOHN B. 


WRIGHT, WHO ORPHANED 


THE CUBS. 


The Decomposed Body of the Mother Bear 


Found in One of His Traps. 


Last Saturday this paper contained an 


account of the shooting of three cubs on 
the mountain above Broad brook by a 
party of fishermen and Leonard Morgan, 
whom they called to their assistance after 
discovering the cubs. The cubs were shot 
Friday and brought to this town and ex- 
hibited the next day. They were quite 
young and were starved almost to death, 
whicb led to the belief that the mother 
bear had probably been killed, and such 
proved to be the case. 


ALoutten days before the finding of 


these cubs John E. Wright of Williams- 
town, the famous bear hunter, of whom 
an extended sketch appeared in the TRAN- 
SCRIPT last fall, set a trap in the Broad 
brook country, which, owing to sickness, 
he had not visited for over a week. AB 
soon as he learned of the capture he sus- 
pected that their mother might be in the 
trap, so he got Joseph Richards to go 
with him and investigate. When they 
reached the place where the trap had 
been set they found it gone, but there was 
plenty of evidence of a successful catch. 
The ground was torn up and the brush 
broken and twisted, proving clearly that 
a bear had dragged the trap away in a 
frenzy caused by pain. The trail was 
easily followed and not lar distant was 
found the dead body of a female bear 
which when alive would have weighed 
300 pounds. The body was in an advanced 
state of decomposition and it was judged 
the bear had been dead for more than a 
week. The ground about the carcass was 
tboroughly tramped down, showing that 
th« cubs had remained with their mother 
long after s,Ue -ftas able to give them 
succor. The cubs were in a pitiable plight 
indeed and had prob ibly wandered away 
in tho desperation of starvation when 
they were found at a point not over forty 
rods from where the dead bear lay. Under 
the cirenmsUnces the bullets which put 
an end to their young lives came to them 
as disgiused blessings,, for they were 
Loo young to t ike care of themselves and 
must have perished from hunger in a 
little while. 


Mr. Wright greatly regrets that he 


failed to visit the trap in time to save the 
prize. He says if he had he should cer- 
tainly have captured the cubs alive, and 
out of it all he would have made a good 
bunch of money. As it is he gets nothing, 
for even the hide of tne old bear was 
spoiled. Mr. Wnght says it is very unus- 
ual lor a bear to have a litter or three 
cuba, although it must have bean to in 
1 his case, as those found were of tic same 
size and in the same wretched condition. 
The fishermen who found them were 
Charles Van Horn, Walter Kidder and 
Willie Gardner.

Victims of Holmes Were Disposed of 


on His Own Premises, 


Mystery of Pitzel's Death 


Once 'lore "Explained." 


Arch Conspirator Gives a Detailed Story of tha 


Occurrence. 


CHICAGO, July r,o.—Tho search of the 


Holmes biulding wa i prosecuted yesterday 
on thu information given to tho police by 
M. G. Chappoll, who says that ho articu- 
lated thtfskelotunsfif three of the supposed 
victims of H H. Holmes. Chappell told 
the police that Holnies had two vats in the 
collar. One, he said, was in the southeast 
corner, and the other in the southwest 
corner of the rear cellar. They had since 
been walled up, he said. One of the vats, 
according to Chappell's statement, was 
used as a vessel in which the flesh was 
eaten from the bones by the use of acids. 
The other was for the purpose of bleach- 
ing the bones. 


I 
Twelve laborers worked all day yester- 


day digging out the 'wocornersdesignated 
by Chappell, and v. « about to give up 
the searcli as unstuoessful, when one of 
tho men at work on tho southeast corner 
struck his spade against something which 


, gave forth a metallic bound. The metal 


object proved to be a huge tank in the 
shape of a boiler. 
It was located just 


outside of the cellar wall and its top was 
four feet from the ground's surface. Work 
for the night was stopped before' the tank 
was fully uncovered, but apparently it is 
eight feet long and three f jet in diameter. 


A number of bones were found in the 


basement, some of which Dr. Bobinsou 
pronounced parts o£ a human frame. The 
mixture of human bones and butcher shop 
refuse is a peculiar feature of several of 
the finds that puzzles the police. 


It is probable that all the secret passages 


i and rooms in Holmes' house will soon be 


revealed, as a brick mason who claims to 
have done all the queer work about the 
place has offered to toll all he knows. He 
was taken care of by the police, and is ex- 
pected to prove an important witness. 


The police secured yesterday a skeleton 


they believe to be one of the alleged vic- 
tims of Holmes. 31. G. Chappell, who 
claimed to have articulated several skel- 
etons for Holmes, took two detectives to 
the house of a West-Side physician, where 
a complete skeleton was found. Chappell 
says that he got tha bones from Holmos, 


i and from the dates and other evidence the 


I police believe the skeleton to be that of 
. Miss Cigrand, tho Indiana girl. It had 


been sold to the Hahnemann Medical col- 
lege by Holmes, the police claim. This 
find makes two of the three skeletons 
which Chappell claims to have articulated 
for Holmes, and the police are in hopes of 
finding the third very shortly. 


HOLMES' LATEST. 


A Friend Peddles Out a Yarn Concerning the 


Death of Pitzel. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—The Bulletin 


prints tho following: An entirely new 
statement has just been made by H. H. 
Holmes, the supposed murderer of the 
Pitzel children. In it the man of many 
crimes gfves in detail his version of how 
Pitzel came by his death last September, 
and also states his (Holmes) connection 
with the tragedy. 
The statement was 


given to a close friend of Solmes in Phila- 
delphia, who gave it to a Bulletin repre- 
sentative.

Holmes says that on the Saturday night 


precedintfHhe *death of PlWtel, the latter 
came to his'('house on ^"Torth Eleventh 
etrtet, where 'he was staying with "Mrs. 
Howard." Pitzel told Holmes a heart- 
rending story of his'pecuniary difficulties 
and of the sickness of -his daughter in St. 
Louis. "I must haVe money," he said, or 
words to that effect, "to send to my wife 
in St. Louis." Holmes remonstrated with 
Pitzel as to his spendthrift habits. 


This conversation is said to have been 


carried on along Eleventh street. Pitzel 
exclaimed: "I am of no benefit to any 
one. I will soon get rid of my difficulties. 
Life has become a nuisance to me." 


Holmes then avers he jokingly re- 


marked to Pitzel: "Well, your body is as 
good as any other, but I wouldn't advise 
you to do anything rash." 
Holmes ac- 


counts for his remarks by saying that 
he and Pitzel had under consideration the 
defrauding of the Fidelity Mutual In- 
surance company. 


Holmes says Pitzel then became angry, 


and again avowed that he would commit 
suicide. Holmes then explains that Pitzel 
left him with the intention of going home. 
Holmes says he gave Pitzel no money that 
night, but promised to meet him at the 


i Callowhill street house tho following 
' morning. 


It was about 10 0'clock the following 


day (Sunday), Holmes goes on to say, that 
he went to visit Pitzel at the CaUowhill 
street house. When he reached the place 
no one apparently was about. Holmes 
sat in the kitchen for almost 20 minutes, 
waiting for Pitzel to appear. 


Time wore on, and the conspirator says 


that he became anxious about his friend's 
whereabouts, and began to search the 
house for Pitzel. He came across a note 
from Benjamin 
Pitzel that 
advised 


him that his (Pitzel's) dead body could 
be found in the house. The letter pleaded 
that Holmes look after Pitzel's children, 
and suggested that there would be no 
difficulty in getting the insurance money 
from the Fidelity company now that the 
dead body of Pitzel could be produced in 
evidence. 


Holmes then told his friend of the ap- 


pearance of the corpse, and said that he 
sat in the room with the body for over an 
hour. He hardly knew what course to pur- 
sue. He finally made up his mind that 
since Pitzel had taken his life there would 
be no harm in destroying any evidence of 
suicide, so that he might be able to get the 
insurance. 


Holmes has confessed that he thereupon 


dragged the dead body to the second floor, 
laid the corpse on tho floor, pried open the 
mouth of the dead man with a pencil and 
poured in a quantity of explosive chemi- 
cals. He then, he says, placed a lighted 
match to the man's mouth, when the ex- 
plosion, which so horribly disfigured the 
corpse, followed. 
, 


To give the more forcible impression 


that Pitzel came to/ his death by an acci- 
dental explosion, Holmes states that he 
got a pipe of Pitzel's filled it with to- 
bacco, lighted it, then blew out the flame 
after the tobacco had been partly con- 
sumed, and placed the pipe beside the dead 
man's body. 


It was nearly 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 


Holmes states, before he left the Callow- 
hill street house 
He nut on a hat ot 


Pitzel's to partially concsai m« identity, 
and placed his own hat, which was of feli, 
nuder his coat. Holmes at once made 
preparations to leave the city. He and his 
wife, he alleges, left for Chicago that 
night. 
It is understood that if the prosecution 


conclude to indict Holmes for the murder 
of Pitzel in Philadelphia, they will pro- 
duce a witness who, it Is said:, heard the 
conversation between Holmes and Pitzel 
on that eventful evening, when the latter 
threatened to do away with his life.
